AMAZING STORY TOLD 


Record of Directors’ Meet- 
ings Reveal Deceiving 
of Examiner. 


The amazing tale of the metamorphosis 


} of the La Salle Street bank from a na- 


tional to a state institution was revealed 
yesterday. 

The La Balle Street Trust and Savings 
bank was incorporated with e capital 
and surplus of $1,260,000. A new bank, 
under the regulations, must show its cap- 
ital in the form of cold cash to the bank 
examiner before it is allowed to open. 
The La Salle started business az a state 
bank with $282,000 in actual cash and 
about $2,500,000 in questionable invest- 
ments in the enterprises of William Lori- 
mer and Charlies B. Munday, transferred 
from the old national bank. A fictitious 
showing of $1,250,000 in cash appeared on 
the bank’s 

Here’s What Happened. 

On that day, Oct. 21, 1912, the marve- 
lous transformation of the caterpillar to 
the moth was accomplished. The records 
and minute books of the old and the new 
bank indicate the operations of the day 
to have been as follows: 

10 a. m-—Meeting of directors of 
national bank. Present: William Lorl- 
mer, Charlies B. Munday, Harry W. Hut- 
tig, BE. J. Potts, C. B. Ward, George C. 
Gunderson, Charies G. Fox, James BE. 
Bennett, Thomas H. McDonald, H. M. 
Liston, W. A. Gardner, John K. Sea- 
grave, Abraham Levin, P. M. Hanney, 
and F.M.S8pohr. Lorimer, Munday, Fox, 
Seagrave, McDonald, Levin, Ward, Han- 
ney, Huttig, and Spohr have given their 
notes for $125,000 each to the bank. 
Cashier C. G. Fox is directed to draw a 
cashier's check for $1,250,000, represent- 
ing the capital stock. To balance the 
books, the ten notes are entered as as- 


sets. A resolution then is presented to 
sell the assets of the national bank. 


The Organization Proceeds. 

10:45 a. m-—Meeting of subscribers 
tc state bank stock is called. Same men 
present, but only Huttig, Munday, Potts, 
Liston, McDonald, Lorimer, Gardner, 
and Ward vote. They represent 7,060 
shares of stock, It is moved to pro- 
ceed with the organization of the state 
bank. 

11 a. m.—Enter John H. Rife, state 
bank examiner. His duty under the law 
was to examine the assets of the new 
bank, pass upon its solvency, and then 
require the officers to turn over to him 
the currency equal to the capital of the 
bank. Cashier Fox and Examiner Rife 
then take the cashier's check to the Cen- 
tral Trust Company of Illinois, which 
delivers to Rife thecurrency. He counts 
it. The meeting adjourns until 4:46 p. m. 

The Cash Is Counted. 

4:45 p. m-—Meeting of subscribers. 
Mr. Rife reports that he has counted 
"$1,250,000 of cash. He therefore issues 
the certificate. Exit Rife. 

5:15 p. m-—Meeting of stockholders 
of La Salle Street State bank. Huttig, 
Munday, Potts, McDonald, Lorimer, 
Gardner, Ward, Gunderson, and Bennett 
chosen directors. 

5:80 p. m.—Meeting of directors. 
Moved that all cash, accounts receivable. 
stock accounts, bonds, and other assets 
of the national bank be taken over by 
the state bank in consideration that the 
abilities be also assumed. Cashier Fox 
ig directed to pay the check of $1,250,000 
to the Central Trust company and can- 
cel the notes of the ten stockholders, 
‘The bank is ready for business. 


Law Violation Seen. 

District Attorney James H. Wilkerson 
ie endeavoring to prove the national bank 
was insolvent when it underwent this 
fake liquidation. If that can be shown, 
the national banking laws have been vio- 
lated. 

State’s Attorney Hoyne is interested in 
knowing whether the new bank was 
solvent when it organised in order to find 
if the officers and directors of the state 
bank may be prosecuted for violating the 
state laws,

Yesterday Mrs. Kirkpatrick tound her- 
self in danger of losing even her $400 a 
month “* setting.”” She went to the Beach 
hotel at 815 Wilson avenue, where her 
estranged husband has been living recent- 
ly. There she confronted the proprietor, 
Ernest Reed. Mr. Reed is her brother- 
in-law. 

Mrs. Kirkpatrick wore on her breast a 
five pointed tin star on which were 
stamped the words “Bailiff, Judge 
Grant's Court.” 

“Walter says he is going to cut off my 
alimony,'’ she announced. 

* He is leaving town today and I do not 
intend he shall take his effects with him. 
I hereby seize them. I demand that I be 
admitted to his apartments.” 


Bing! Goes Her Bag. 

Mr. Reed couldn't see it that way, de- 
spite the star. He told his sister-in-law 
so. Before he had finished his polite m 
fusal Mra. Kirkpatrick's silver chatelaine 
bag flashed through the alr. 

Reed ran from the hotel. At the north 
shore bathing beach, not far away, he 
found Policewoman Anna Loucks and 
Theresa Johnson. He pointed to a red 
welt on his forehead. 

‘My sister-in-law did that,” he said, 
‘I want her arrested.”’ 

The policewomen obliged. Mrs. Kirk- 
patrick, with the feminine arm of the law 
on her shoulder, started docilely from the 
hotel. At the threshold she balked and 
broke away.

His wife has been 
trying to find him, to no avail. 


Cuts Off Her Alimony. 

“This morning he called her up and 
told her he was leaving for Kansas City 
this evening.

She traced 
the telephone call to the Beach hotel and 
went there.

“Crime is a phenomenon of adolee- 
cence,’’ he said. “and can be traced to 
nine specific causes.” 

These, the professor said, are: 


City Mfe—which ie artificial. 

Tenements and flate—which have supplanted 
homes, 

Too few playgrounds, 
spaces. 

The average policeman-—whom the boy re- 
garéds as his forerworn enemy. 

The courts—phich are stern and machine- 
like and seem to the boy to be trampling him 
down. 

The present day schoo! system—which is an 
inflexit®e one, without specialization and lack- 
ing courses interesting to many boys. 

Recreation is unregulated. 

Boye are exploited by child labor, 

Divorces by parents drive them to the street. 

Prof. Fiske recommended a system of 
having one older boy in each block act 
as a supervisor and comrade for his 


younger fellows.

“Showed Up” the Canal. 

In April Sunset published an article en- 
titled “Can the Panama Canal Be De- 
stroyed from the Air?” Reproductions of 
photographs taken from an aeroplane, 
and showing some of the fortifications 
of the canal zone and of the San Fran- 
cisco Presidio, accompanied the text.

The act provides for a punishment of 
$1,000 fine or one year’s imprisonment for 
any person who for the purpose of obtain- 
ing information respecting the national 
defense to which he is not lawfully en- 
titled goes upon any vessel or government 
station or fort, or takes photographs or 
sketches thereof, or who receives the 
same, knowing them to have been ille- 
gally taken. 


Comment Complained Of. 

The editorial comment of the magazine 
on one of the photographs against which 
the war department particularly com- 
plained was as follows: 

“This is one of the most significant 
photographs ever published in this coun- 
try. . Below the aeroplane from which 
the picture was taken lie the Naos islands, 
in the Bay of Panama, on which the 
United States government is now mount- 
ing batteries of the heaviest artillery in 
the world, to protect the Pacific approach 
to the Panama canal. 

“On the island, almost directly under 
the aeroplane, can be seen the emplace- 
ment for the most powerful weapon ever 
constructed, the first sixteen inch disgap- 
pearing gun, which hasan effective range 
of about twelve miles.

LURED TO HER DEATH. 


Pawned Watch Identified as That 
of Dead Art Student. 


The taking of testimony in the case of 
Isaac Bond, a negro, on trial in Judge 
McDonald's court on a charge of having 
murdered Ida G. Leegson, an art stu- 
den nd sculptress, began. yesterday 
a oon following the completion of the 
jury. 

Bond is charged with having lured Miss

vertisement for a private nurse. 


Prosecutor Makes Statement.

James W. Burnett, 122 Eaet Twen- 
ty-fifth street, identified a watch pawned 
by a negro whom the pawndroker de- 
clared to be Bond as that of Miss Leeg- 
son. Guy Morgan, a street car corcuctor, 
told of finding the body of the slain girl. 


Fails to Identify Bond. 
James C. Conley, 3534 West Sixty-sixth 
etreet, testified that he saw Miss Leegson 
in company with a copper colored negro 
the evening of the murder. He could not 
identify Bond as the negro. Thomas 
Wurson, 5024 Hoyne avenue, testified he 
saw Miss Leegson with a negro, and in 
his opinion it was Bond who was with her.

The judiciary committee passed the day 
drafting a substitute for the Clayton bill, 
which it expects to be able to report to 
the senate next Monday. At the same 


time, the interstate commerce commit-. 


téé, which is holding almost continuous 
sessions, expects to present the bill regu- 
lating the issuance of stocks and bonds 
by railroads. 

With these two measures before them 
the senators will resume debate upon the 
'. trade commission bill, upon which both 

Republicans and Democrats are close to 

ay agreement. 

Confer on Bill Changes. 

Attorneys Creigh and Lynde of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce delega- 
tion, who started home this afternoon, 
held final conferences with Representa- 
tive Covington, Senator Newlands, chair- 
gman of the senate interstate commerce 
committee, and Senator Lewis upon the 
changes in the pending measures desired 
by the business men. 

Mr. Covington will report to the presi- 
dent next Monday recommendations of 
action on the suggestions submitted by 
the association. He intimated that some 
important conceasions would be made by 
the administration. 

Upon one of the most important amend- 
ments proposed by the Association of 
Commerce the senate interstate com- 

' yoerce committoe agreed to a compromise. 

After the conference between ‘Attorneys 
Lynde and Creigh and Senators Lewis 
and Newlands the committee adopted an 
amendment to the trade commission bill 
providing that no order issued by the 
commission shall be admitted in evidence 
in anti-trust prosecution. 


Praise Along with Criticism. 

The association proposed that the com- 
mission be authorized to issue orders ap- 
proving as well as condemning trade 
practices which it investigates. 

Senator Lewis strongly advocated this 
amendment in the committee. The ma- 
jority, however, was unwilling to accept a 
provision for commission action approy- 
ing trade practices. But the senators 
were willing to keep all such commission 
orders, whether favorable or unfavorable 
to corporations, out of trust litigation. 

Senator Lewis contends that the terms 
of this provision would allow a judge to 
give due regard to a commission order 
in fixing penalties, Altogether the com- 
promise is regarded as a distinct victory 
for the Association of Commerce. 

Senator Newlands informed Mr. Creigh 
and Mr. Lynde that the committee will 
not yield on the requirement of annual 
and special reports from corporations. 
He said that such reports would be re- 
quired from only sueh corporations as 
the commission designates and these will 

be comparatively few. 

Mr. Newlands also said that no change 
would be made in the section authorizing 
the commission to suppress unfair com- 
petition. The association desires a sub- 
stitute for this section .which shal! au- 
thorize the- commission merely to admin- 
ister the Sherman law. 


Senate May Take a Hand. 

There is a strong possibility that some 
of the changes sought by. the Chicago 

business men, but which have been re- 
fused by the administration, will be ef- 
fected on the floor of the senate. 

Senator Cummings and other - Repubii- 
cans will endeavor to put through amend- 
ments strengthening the trade commis- 
sion and making it more nearly akin tothe 
interstate commerce commission, which 
is the aim of the Association of Com- 
merce. The indications are that this 
move will have some Democratic sup- 
port. 

The Republicans also will seek to sub- 
stitute the phrase “ unfair and oppree- 
sive competition ’’ for “ unfair competi- 
tion,” as suggested by the association. 

The interstate commerce commission 
was in session tonight considering the 
railroad securities bili. It is endeavoring 
to choose between two plans—one a pro- 
vision merely requiring publicity of stock 
and bond issues through the filing of in- 
formation as to the purposes of the 
financing with the interstate commerce 
commission, the other a ‘prohibition of 
the issuance of stocks and bonds without 
the approval of the commission. | 

Chairman Newlands after the meeting 
said no decision had been reached, but 
that he stands for the latter plan.

Reserve Act Can Be Made Success 
by Ce-operation, Is Belief.

Washington, D. C., July 10.—[Special.] 
—The committee of Illinois bankers who 
came to Washington to persuade Presi- 
dent Wliigon to attend the national confer- 
ence on the new currency law in Chicago 
Sept. 1 to 4 departed for home today with 
the satisfaction of having interested the 
president more than any group of men he 
has seen since his inauguration.

Hope to Make Law Better. 
The letters were unanimous in the opin- 
ion that the sooner the law is in effect the 
better it will be for business, and that the 
law itself can be made more successful by 
an informa! and unofficial conference at- 
tended by those who framed it, those who 
are to administer it, and those who are 
to carry on the business under its pro- 
visions. 
rollowing interviews with treasury offi- 
cilals today, William George of Aurora, 
chairman of the delegation which was 
composed of himself, Andrew Russel of 
Jacksonville, and R. L.. Crampton of Cri- 
cago, said he was convinced the confer- 
ence in Chicago would be even more mo- 
mentous from a business point of view 
then he thought when he first began work 
on it. 


All Approve Plan. 

* Every official we have seen in Wash- 
ington,” said Mr. George, “ approved the 
plan.

CLAIM SOLUTION TO FIRE 
PROTECTION PROBLEM. 
Building Material Dealers Say 


Brick Structures Cost but Five 
Per Cent More than Wood. 


Solution of the question of fire protec- 
tion on buildings throughout Chicago has 
been arrived at after an extensive inves- 
tigation by the Building Material Deal- 
ers of Chicago, according to an announce- 
ment made by them last night. 

A brick building erected on the same 

plan could be constructed for 5 per cent 
over the cost of a frame structure, accord- 
ing to the announcement. Five different 
concerns bid on plans for a brick and 
frame structure, the same to be the aver- 
age workingman’s home. 
For a four room dwelling, the average 
increase in the bide of the five concerns 
was 6 per cent, while in one case the in- 
crease was only 1% percent. The maxi- 
mum increase shown in the bids was 12% 
per cent or $170 more than the cost of a 
frame structure. In the case of.one con- 
tractor, his bid for a brick structure was 
less than that of another contractor for 
the frame house.

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GUN PLAYS PART 
IN DUNN CASE 


Attorney Tells New Chap- 
ter of Exciting Evanston 
“Mystery” Trouble. 


SUIT FURNISHES KEY. 


Wife Charges Spying by Hus- 
band in Separate Mainte- 
nance Complaint. 


An exciting, hitherto unpublished, chap- 
ter int the domestic war which has been 
waged recently in and around the “ house 
of mystery” home of Z. G. Dunn, in 
Evanston, was related yesterday by Les- 
lie H. Whipp, attorney for Mrs. Dunn, 
after he had filed a suit for separate 


maintenance in her behalf. 


This is the way Whipp told the story: 

‘Last Wednesday I received a tele- 
phone call from Mrs. Dunn, who asked me 
to come to Evanston. When I reached her 
home the house was surrounded by armed 
men. There were five private detectives 
with revolvers, two fegroes with revoly- 
ers, and finally Mr. Dunn himself, also 
with a revolver. 


Given Five Minutes to Leave. 

“ As I ascended the steps to the porch. 
Mrs. Dunn cried: ‘ Protect me from that 
man!’ 

** Before me stood Mr. Dunn. Hé aimed 
his revolver at me, took out his watch, 
and told me that if I were still in range at 
the end of five minutes he would shoot. I 
grabbed his pistol hand and told him that 
if he did not put the gun away I would let 
daylight through him. That seemed to 


scare him. He dropped the gun into his 
pocket and went away.’”’ 


Saw His Name in Newspaper. 

“How long havé you been Mrs. Dunn's 
attorney?’ he was asked. 

“I never saw her nor heard of her until 
Wednesday.” 

“How did she come to call you in on 
the case?’’ 

* That's a funny story. It seemed she 
cut a clipping from a newspaper a year 
ago. The clipping contained my name. I 
was then appearing in a case which 
seemed similar to hers. She didn’t call 
me until she felt she needed me.” 


Suit Gives Key to Mystery. 

The key to some parts of the Dunn mys- 
tery was supplied in the suit for separate 
maintenance against Mrs. Dunn's globe 
trotting husband. 

Although the bill did not clear up all 
the obscure points in the case,it contained 
a satisfactory explanation of why Mrs. 
Dunn is secluded in her Evanston home 


—— 


‘ater police guard and of most of the 
recent extraordinary doings around the 
isolated mystery house. 

Mrs. Dunn's reason for calling the po- 
lice to her protection Wednesday even- 
ing is no longer in doubt, for it is alleged 
in her bill that. her husband, pursuant to 
a threat to eject her if she did not leave 
the home “peaceably"’ by midnight, 
June 9, appeared on the threshold with 
two armed. negro servants. 

Her husband has admitted, it is further 
alleged, that for the last six weeks a half 
dozen detectives in his employ have been 
shadowing her, in an effort to obtain 
proof that all her affections were not 
centered in the head of the house. 


Dictagraph Mystery Solved. 

Nor is there any'more concealment of 
the fAnding of dictagraphs by the wife, to 
whose detective instinct Whipp paid a 
tribute in the bill, 

Mrs. Dunn, it appears, found occasion 
to go into the attic. There she came upon 
cigar ashes and burnt matches. No mem- 
ber of her household is quartered so far 
aloft and she smelleda mouse. Searching 
through the attic, she discovered wires, 
one of which she traced to her bedroom, 
At the other end of the wire wae an in- 
strument which she suspected was a dic- 
tagraph. It was. There were dictagraphs 
also, the bill recites, in the drawing room 
and in the dining room. Both are asserted 
to have been ferreted out by Mrs. Dunn, 


Charges Withholding Property. 

Another assertion made in the bill is 
that Dunn contrived to deprive his wife 
of her interest in property at Fifty-fifth 
street and East End avenue and ig holding 
in his possession her bank book showing 
deposits of $1,300 and a $000 mortgage on 
property in Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Dunn, his wife asserts, could get along 
well without these assets. He has a pri- 
vate fortune of $150,000, she says, and an 
income of $2,500a month. Chicago banks 
are alleged to hold $80,000 of his money. 

Granting a request embodied in the bill; 
Judge Foell of the Superior court has is- 
sued ag injunction restraining Dunn from 
seeking to eject his wife from the Evans- 
ton home or otherwise annoying her.. But 
Mrs. Dunn is keeping her police guard 
just the same.

~ » Weeks ago, presented his card, on 
which was inscribed ‘his name, Rowland 
R. Gibson, an entirely new name to any 
one in that establishment, explained that 
he was a military interpreter in the Chi- 
nese language and formerly Chinese in- 
spector under the Transvaal government. | 
He knew much more about Chine than & 
great many other people who pretend to 
know as much, and he had under his arm 
the manuscript of a book called 
*“ FORCES MINING AND UNDERMIN-. 
ING CHINA.” He was going back to | 
Engiand in a few days and would like as 
early a decision as possible. The decision | 
was given almost i tely and the 

book is now published. 

The,book is based on intimate know!l- 
edge of the Chinese temperament, his- 
tory, and conditions of life, etc. It is not 
& dry book, as one might imagine from 
the title, but it is very readable and ap- 
parently unbiased. To write an unbiased 
history the author found doubly difficult 
“when that history is sizzling hot, just 
out of the oven, and when the chronicler 
is looking at the picture with his nose 
right up against the glass."

“The Chine of 2,000 years,” writes 
Capt. Gibson, “has passed away. ~ In- 
stead we see a newborn industrial nation 
just crawling out of the barbaric chrysa- 
lis, just going to take its place in an 
economic tworld.’”’ This writer—and he 
knows what he is writing about—believes 
that China, the most conservative of all 
nations, will soon be the most prosperous. 

“ No longer shall we hear the screams 
of an emperor’s consort being thrown 
down a well. The Pearl Concubine’s 
agonies are quieted forever like those of 
the criminal who died by 1,000 cuts.. In 
Place. .of these things we faintly hear 
through the echoing crash of the ‘l'a Ching 
dyhasty’s fall the distant sound of a fac- 
tory whistle calling its operatives to’work. 
The contrast’ is sudden indeed. The man 
power of the rickshaw coolie will soon 
be giving way to the horse power of the 
motor. A network of steel and sleepeg 
is about to. be thrown over the land. No 
longer shall we see the still tropic stars 
except through the smoke of a blast fur- 
nace’ chimney, and even the beautiful 
bamboo groves will be shut within a cage 
of telegraph wires. Just as the London 
cab horse has been replaced by the * taxi,’ 
so the camel of the Gobi desert will soon 
be replaced by the locomotive,” 

Capt. Gibson thinks that China has 
been the victim of scoundrels, that “as 
a nation she has been undermined. by an 
elTete dynasty, by thieving palace 
eunachs, by Corrupt officials, by acquisi- 
tive foreigners, and by railway or min- 
ing companies. She has in turn beer 
bullied and duped’ by the strangers she 
sought to bully and dupe.” 

Mining is going to be one of the great 
activities of China and its infiuence wil! 
aflect China internally as well ae exter- 
nally. Capt. Gibson has a flowery style 
as one may see from this paragraph: 

"Old clouds of obstruction are slowly 
rolling away as we stand watching this 
Sunrise. As its rosy tints mount upwards 
to the skies we recognize it as something 
more than a. new political dawn, We 
recognize it as one of God's pictures.”

Capt. Gibson feels that England is not 
having a proper representatio@#n French 
civil or military government.) Even in 
business continental hations seem to have 
the inside track. The main cause for this 
is, according to Capt, Gibson, *‘ that con- 
tinental rivals are less scrupulous in what 
they. promise and more careful to give 
bribes." He continues: 

“This may be a blunt and ugly thing 
to say, but because bribery is condemned 
in England it will not alter conditions as 
they exist and have existed for centu- 
ries in China. What Walpole said about 
the politicians of his time might be said 
with even greater truth of John China- 
man: ‘ Every man has his price,’ and in 
China nothing will be done unless that 
price is paid. The continental manufac- 
turer pays his bribe and offers his tender. 
The British manufacturer offers his ten- 
der, but forgets his bribe. John China- 
man looks at the bribe and not at the 
tender. But he only gives contracts to 
men who give bribes. That habit is just | 
as much part of his nature as was the 
baker’s in ‘The Hunting of the Snark ’ 
only to cook bride cake or the butcher's 
only to kill beavers.’ 

Thinking people, according to Capt. Gib- 
son, have come to the conclusion that the 
only ideal form of government’ for any 
country is that of a benevolent despot. 
Even America need not be a republic: 


-—~o- 

“ America might just as well have been 
ruled by a limited monarchy on the Brit- 
ish lines, and it would have been ruled 
in this way if some members of the Eng- 
lish royal family had only crossed over 
in the Mayflower. The force of prestige 
would have settled that point, we may be 


sure.”’ 

A constitutional president, Capt. Gib- 
son thinks, does not hold a very strong 
position because his whole position de- 
pends upon the vote of the mob. 

“Yuan Shih K has done exactly 
what Cromwell would have aone under 
similar conditions. He has followed the 
line of his own convictions without bur- 
dening his mind unduly with conscien- 
tious scruples. He has at times been 
frankly unconstitutional.’’ 

If; Germany, America, and Great 
Britain were to come together, accord-|. 
ing to this author, they would form the 
hegemony of the Chinese world.

The charts proclaimed that 1,508 per- 
sons die every eight days from alcoholic 
stimulants. 
Fifty per cent of all crimes committed 
are due to the imbibing of liquor. 
Twenty-five per cent of alf the poverty 
in the world comes from the same cause. 
Broken homes took tolls in exact fig- 
ures. 
Because people “ celebrate ” at saloons 
Saturday nights and Sundays there are 
three accidents on Mondays to two on 
other days at the different mills and 
plants.

James Ledogar, formerly a wealthy 
undertaker from Brooklyn, N. Y., then 
mounted a soap box. He said he could 
not speak scientifically of the effects of 
“ boozing,” but he could speak truly 
of the miseries that had come to him 
from alcohol.

But in what he has to say 
there is a lesson for every citizen. 

“To correct and contro] the human 
element is the great problem which must 
be solved in the work of accident pre- 
vention. It is not sufficient to pass and 
enforce laws compelling corporations to 
install mechanical safety devices. Some- 
times such laws even have a tendency 
to increase the number of accidents by 
making people more careless; they de- 
pend entirely on the mechanical devices 
and do not observe the most elementary 
personal precautions. 

“I remember a case in which a farm- 
er drove onto a railroad crossing where 
there was installed an automatic bell to 
give warning of the approach of railroad 
rains. He was struck and severely in- 
jured. It was proved that the bell was 
out of order and did not ring. The 
farmer admitted that he did not ‘ Stop, 
look, and listen,’ but depended entirely 
on the bell. If the bell had not been 
there it is more than likely that he would 
have taken the ordinary precaution.

sé ¥ DO not mean that laws should not 
be passed compelling railroads and 

other corporations to protect their em- 
ployés and passengers and the public 
with every possible safety device. That 
is a proper policy and is to be commend- 
ed. But it is quite as important that the 
lawe which, for instance, forbid tres- 
passers on railroad rights of way should 
be enforced. More than 10,000 such 
trespassers are killed or injured every 
year by railroad trains. Yet no effort is 
made by the police or courts to keep peo- 
ple off the tracks. 

** Habits of ordinary care and prudence 
must be acquired by the American pub 
lie before the terrible roll of dead and 
injured can be cut down to the lowest 
possible proportions.

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SISTERS HELD FOR MURDER 


Women Who Killed Dixon 
Farmer Must Face Trial. 
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BLAME. 


Both Say Brother Refused to Call 
Aid for Sick Father. 


Sterling, I1l., July 10.—[Special.)—While 
several hundred neighbors and friends of 
the dead man crowded the street in front 
of the city hall, a coroner's jury brought 
in a verdict holding Mrs. Emma Hutton 
and her sister, Lillian Byers, for the mur- 
der of their brother, Emmanuel Byers, in 
his hay field yesterday. The jury heid 
them both equally guilty and without 
bond. 

The evidence was that the sisters killed 
their brother because the father, David 
Byers, who was thought to be near death, 
was about to give to the son his ten acre 
farm and because the brother, who is a 
Christian Scientist, refused to call a doc- 
tor for hia father. They had practiced 
with the revolver for two weeks belore 
the crime. 


Sisters Weep at Verdict, 

Both women broke down when ihe ver- 
dict was read. Before he died in a hos- 
pital here Byers said both women fired 
two shots at him, all four shots taking 
effect, but tonight at the county jail at 
Morrison Mrs. Hutton, the elder sister, 
said she did the shooting. This is un- 
doubtedly done to save her sister. 

Lee Hutten, the husband of Emma, said 
last night he would not aid his wife. but 
he relented today and retained H, C. 
Ward of Sterling and John Erwin of 
Dixon, two well known criminal lawyers, 
to defend her at the trial.

Court Holds New Yorker’s 
Practices Illegal. 


MADE $6,000 A YEAR. 


Says He Didn't Solicit Pay for His 
Prayers at That. 


New York, July 10.—Commercialised 
use of Christian Solence teaching was 
held by the appellate division of the Su- 
preme court today to be illegal. 

The conviction in a lower court of Willis 
Vernon Cole for practicing medicine with- 
out a license when he accepted fees for 
Christian Science treatment was sus- 
tained. The higher court, in its opinion, 
answered in the negative its premise: 

“Is the commercialized use of prayer 
for the avowed purpose of treating all 
persons seeking cure for all kinds of 
bodily ills the practice of the religious 
tenets of a church?" 


Made $6,000 a Year, 

Cole, formerly a sculptor and a poet. 
testifiid at his trial that his practice 
brought him an annual income of 86,000; 
that he had never studied medicine and 
that he never solicited fees but accepted 
those offercd him. 

Clifford P. Smith of the committee on 
publication of the Christian Science 
church issued @ statement later declaring 
that the practice of Christian Science dif- 
fercd from the practice of medicine and 
that it could not “ be made the same by 
law.” 

Will Appeal Case, 

It was announced that in aii probability 
the case will be appealed. The appeal 
probably will be based upon a dissent- 
ing opinion rendered hy Justice Dowling 
saying that if Cole indulged simply in 
silent prayer with his patients there was 
nothing unlawful in the act, as, by so do- 
ing, Cole might honestly believe he was 
‘‘ agsisting the cure of the alleged mala- 
dies’ by placing his patients in “ the 
proper spiritual attitude’ toward their 
Maker.

PLANS NOT HAMPERED, 


Improvement of Rail Termi- 
nals Also Surprises Dele- 
gation Studying Civic 
Problems. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDINT.) 

Montreal, Quebec, July 10.—[Special. ]— 
The second day’s lesson for Chicago's 
touring studenta of municipal problems 
was considered an important cne. The 
railway terminals commission and its as- 
sociates from the city council said they 
learned as much today from Montrea/ 
as they can hope to acquire in any of the 
European capitals on the itinerary. 

The morning was spent in a detailed ex- 
amination of the terminal facilities; with 
such observation of harbor development 
as was poesible where the tracks ap- 
proached the water line. The afternoon 
wae devoted to the close inepection of the 


| developments along the St. Lawrence and 


it wae from thie part of the day’s work 
the visitors said they received the most 
benefit. 


Harbor Facilities Afford Surprise. 

The Chicagoane traveled over a part of 
the five miles of shore on which improve- 
ments have been made, passed through 
one of the big grain elevators, climbed up 
on a great floating 4iry dock, and spent 
two hours looking over the full array of 
Gevelopments from the water. This har- 
bor, said to be the fineet in America with 
the exception of the New York harbor, 
amazed the investigators. 

H. R. Safford, a former Chicagoam now 
chief engineer for the Grand Trunk, and 
J. M. R. Fairbairn, assistant chief engi- 
neer for the Canadian Pacific, acted as 
guides on the terminal trip. 


Harbor Board Named by Crown. 

President W. G. Ross and Chief Engi- 
neer Frederick William Cowle of the har- 
bor commissioners of Montreal were the 
hosts of the afternoon. The entire party 
was interested in the fact that the three 
commissioners are appointed by the 
crown and hold office during “ the pleas- 
ure of the government.”’ This gives them 
the backing and financial support of the 
Dominion governmem but leaves them 
free from local politics, they may. They 
handie all matters connected with the 
harbors. 

The result of this method of develop- 
ment is a $70,000,000 harbor. Profit is um 
known because it is uneought, Constant 
extensione and improvements are being 
made and a program of further construc- 
tion is mapped out for several years 
ahead. The organization of the board is 
said to insure the plen being carried out 
without interruption. 


Commission Controls Water Front. 

The commissioners now have exclusive 
jurisdiction over approximately all the 
available wharfage property on the water 
front of Montreal. Along it they have 
built piers, giving a total frontage of 
more than seven miles. Other piers are 
under construction. One more than a 
mile in length is practically finished, ex- 
cept for superstructure work, and pro- 
tects a basin for small craft. 

The improvements on the pliers include 
thirty-eight miles of railroad tracks that 
are the property of the commission. Im-

School Hygiene Chief Topic 
at Final Sessions of N. . 
E. A. Convention. 


PLEA FOR CLEANLINESS 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

St. Paul, Minn, July 10—([Special.]— 
Educators interested in child hygiene at 
the closing sessions of the National Edu- 
cation association convention approved 
today the recommendation for a public 
supervisor of health for public schools. 
The recommendation was made by L. N. 
Hines, superintendent of schoole of Craw- 
fordsville, ind., and secretary of the child 
hygiene department, 

The question of the health of school 
children received a large part of the at- 
tention of the delegates. It was discussed 
by the department of child hygiene, of 
which Prof. W. C. Bagley of the Univer- 
sity of Illinois is chairman; by the de- 
partment of school patrons, of which Mrs. 
W. 8S. Hefferan of Chicago is chairman, 
and by the department of secondary edu- 
cation, of which Oliver 8. Wescott of Chi- 
cago is chairman. 


Urge Health Inspection. 

Teachers and physicians urged a more 
extensive health inspection, extending 
into the homes of the children. Mr. Hines 
gaid it is the duty of the schools to keep 
the child im health. He outlined the du- 
ties of a school supervisor of health as 
follows: 

To see that the child is properly clothed; 
that he is physically clean; that his eyes 
and ears are all right and properly cared 
for; that his teeth are sound and kept 
clean; that he is shielded as far as pos- 
Bible from contagion. 

In case of contagion the supervisor is to 
see that the patient gets the best possible 
care and exposes as littie as possible 
other children to the danger of contract- 
ing the same disease. 


Supervisor’s Duties Many. 

The supervisor is to see that all condt- 
tions about the school are as they shot ld 
be as regards light, heat, ventilation, re- 
cess periods, playgrounds, drinking 
water, drainage of school premises. 

He is to see that teachers and janitors 
are free from disease at all times; that 
the state or other agencies provide 
clothes, food, means of cleanliness, and 
medical attention when the parents are 
unable to furnish them; to see that the 
patrons and taxpayers understand what 
is going on and see the need for it; to See 
that public funds are provided, and to 
keep thoroughly posted on the newest 
and best things in all! lines looking to the 
preservation and the improvement of the 
health of school children. 


Hines Urges Medical Adviser. 

“ The health of the schools ought to be 
turned over to a separate head other than 
the superintendent,’ he said, “if the 
entire program of preventive medicines is 
to be carried out. He must go about his 
work with common sense. A beginaing 
has been made by New York, Chicago, 
and a few other cities. 

“ There will be a lot of trouble with 
parents. The argument with a certain 
type of ignorant parents is that they 
‘didn’t have no such foolishness when I 
went to school and I never died.” You will 
readily infer from this that H is neces- 
sary to kill some people before they can 
be convinced, | 

“ School advice that children ought te 
be cleaned up, or have adenoids removed, 
or be straightened up tn other ways, will 
all too often be resented by the type of 
parent that needs such admonishing. 


Pleads for School Baths. 

“One of the biggest helps in maintain- 
ing health is to have on the school prem- 
ises abundant bathing facilities. In every 
school a physician ought to examine all 
the children occasionally in times of 
health and give them extra attention in 
times of contagion and danger to heakh 
An expert on sanitary conditions ought tv 
go over every school building at least 
once a year and point out any situation 
that might prove harmful to any child.” 

Dr. H. M. Bracken of St. Pau! recom-~- 
mended that a card be filled out for every 
pupil entering school indicating what 
diseagzes he has had, so that the proper 
precaution might be taken In later years 
in the school, He sald that the same pre- 
cautions should be taken by schools in 
treating measles, whooping cough, 
mumps, and the other “ children’s dis- 
eases’ as is taken with diphtheria and 
gcariet fever. 


Wants Study Made Interesting. 

Colvin of Brown university said 
that a condition which is more unhygienic 
than bad heaith is the condition of list- 
leasneas sO prevalent in school 

* It is conceded,” he said, “ that worry, 
fear, lack of self confidence, and depres- 
sion are unhygienic.

Marks won't keep children interested in 
school”

James A. Pugh’s new 1,800 horsepower 
hy¢ Disturber IV., which races 
in England next month for the world’s 
championship, had another tryout yester- 
day afternoon.

’ Running outside the north breakwater, 
Pugh swung the racer along the north 
shore and opened up. Disturber IV., 
which does not begin to “ plane” until 
a speed of thirty miles an hour is reached, 
raised two steps out of the water as it 
roared along. 

The wall of water thrown from the 
boat’s bows and the huge white wave left 
astern attracted the attention of those 
on shore @nd Jack Vilas started out to 
give Pugh a brush in his airboat. Both 
drivers stopped their machines far out 
in the lake and engaged in a friendly chat 
regarding the relative abilities of the 
racers. Then Disturber IV. got unde 
Way and Vilas follewed, first skimming 
along on the surface of the water and 

later racing a few feet over the heads of 
those in the hydroplane. 

Shows 45 Miles an Hour Speed. 

Disturber IV. went north several miles 
and then took a wide sweep out into the 
lake, returning later and going south to 
the four mile crib. Then Pugh swung 
his craft north and the boat was timed 
between the four mile and Carter Harri- 
son cribs. The three miles was made at 
the rate of forty-five miles an hour, a 
speed considered remarkably good consid- 
ering the fact that the engines were new 
and stiff. 

Upon returning to his boathouse Mr. ) 
Pugh was elated and expressed the opin- 


fon that Disturber IV. will be able to do sixty 
miles an hour or better when the motors are 
thoroughly worked. About twenty miles were 
covered during yesterday's trial. It was esti- 
mated that five gallons of gasoline were con- 
sumed by the six carburetors during the 
trip. Further trials will be made by the 
challenger today and tomorrow Mr. Pugh ex- 
pects to ship Disturber IV. to Néw York, 
where it will be loaded on the steamer Minne- 


tonka for England. 

The Sportsmen's Club of America, of which 
Commodore Pugh the head, presented him 
last night with the flag to be carried by Dis- 
turber IV. A dinner was given in his honor,

Herreshoff Yacht Outsails Van- 
itie and Defiance at Newport 


CONTEST IS NOT EXCITING. 


Long Greasy Roll and Faint: Airs 
Make Race One Sided, 


Newport, R. I., July 10.—In typical 
Sandy Hook cup racing conditions, a long, 
greasy roll and faint airs, Resolute go 
completely outsailed its rivals today thet 
it led Vanitie three miles and Defiance 
four and a half miles at the fifiish of their 
thirty mile contest. Defiance was so far 
behind that it quit racing as Vanitie 
crossed the line, although the committee 
waited a few minutes for it to reconsider. 
Resolute’s margin in elapsed time over 
Vanitie was 81:21, which its time allow- 
ance increased to 33:07, corrected time. 


Race in Four Knot Breeze. 
The race was the second of the trials 
and the first under the direction of the 
New York Yacht club. The course gave 
the boats a ten mile beat to wind Ward and 
two reaches wf the same distance. The 
breeze was never stronger than four 
knots and Resolute, after a bad start, 
went to the front in the first mile and 
steadily increased its lead to the finish. 
The yachts will race again tomorrow, 
when it is hoped that strong winds will 
prevail. 

The contest was an excellent test of the 
yachts in the lightest weather possible 
for a finish inside the six,hour time limit. 


Contest Too One Sided. 

The race lacked the excitement of 
Wednesday's contest. for after the first 
two miles it was only a question of the length 
of Resuviute’e victory. The Herreshoff yacht 
seemed to take the seas better today than on 
Wednesday. There was less fuss under its lea 
bow and it rolled or alid over the wastes, in- 
stead of plunging throvgh them. On the other 
hand, the long forebody of Vanitie would 
heave out of the water like the nose of a sword- 
fish and when it fell into the next wave it ap- 
peared to wallow. 

It was the firet race of Defiance in a jump 
of a sea and under offshore currents, not count- 
ing «its hour’s experience off Sandy Hook a 
month ago. The Tri-City yacht seemed to take 
the seas easier than either of its rivals, but 
with its smaller headrig it appeared to have 
little life to windward.

The first time I beat him over the 
ten round route, taking the decision by a 
wide margin.

I beat 
him in that bout, too, and made a holler 
over the decision. Our third contest was 
called a draw after twenty-five rounds at 
Los Angeles. 

There. won't be any trouble over the 
weight, either, although some people are 
under the impression that I'm a welterweight. 
I weigh just 138 pounds right now and wil! 
have no difficulty in making 185 pounds for 
Welsh. That's the weight at which he fought 
Ritchie for the title.

New York, July 10.—Inveatment iasues 
today*began to show the cumulative ef- 
fect of the continued heavy selling of 
Gould issues, New Haven and Chesa- 
Ppeake and Ohio, as well ae various other 
low priced securities. These and other 
stocks and bonds established new low 
Yecords. The declines in New Haven and 
Chesapeake and Ohio were especially 
noteworthy because they savored strong- 
ly of liquidation. 

Another unusual feature was the re- 
cording of many sales of minor interna- 
tional railway etocks for future deliv- 
ery. The fact that these sales were 
made “ flat,”’ or without interest, pending 
actual delivery, indicated that foreign 
holders were pressing the sale of Amer- 
lean securities. Much of this class of 
trading was traced to Amsterdam, but 
London, Berlin, and Paris also sold: al- 
together to the extent of about 25,000 
shares. 


London’s Markets Heavy. 
London’s own markets were heavy, on 
recrudescence of the Ulster troubles, 
with money and discounts higher. The 
Paris bourse was weak, and Berlin re- 
flected theasy industrial conditions. 

The local market was weakest in the fine! 
hour, when selling of the market leaders at 
concessions overshadowed previous dealings 
in the unimportant stocks. The speculative 
favorites fell 1 to 3 points on fairly large trad- 
ing with light or no recovery. The character 
of the general market may be gauged from « 
20 point decline in the 5 per cent bonds of the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinois railroad, whose 
affairs are involved in the St. Louls and San 
Francisco receivership. 

A few crumbs of comfort were offered in the 
course of the day, the United States Stee) cor- 
poration reporting a slight increase of tonnage 
—¥J4,697 over May—for June instead of the de- 
crease generally looked for. Copper metal was 
down a fraction, however, and the state of that 
industry, especially as to demand, was unsatis- 
factory. 

Another heavy cash loss by local banks is 
looked for tomorrow, with further encroach- 
ment on reserves.

New York, July 10.—[{ Special. ]—The se- 
curities of the various Gould properties 
made new low prices today. Missouri Pa- 
cific common went to 95%, the lowest price 
it has ever sold at, and comparing with a 
previous low of 10in 1907. The forty year 
4s and convertible 5s were also especial! y 
weak, losing, what slight recovery they 
made the day before. The Western Pa- 
cifie first mortgage 5e sold as low as 40. 
The Denver and Rio Grande and Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas stocks and bonds also 
made new low marks where they were 
traded in at all. For the Missouri Pacific 
extended notes and the Internationa! and 
Great Northern notes there was evidently 
mo market, or at least no firm bids ac- 
ceptable to holders. In other words, it 
was another bad day for the luckless hold- 
ers of Gould securities. 

From all appearances these properties 
are in a highly critical condition. The 
security holder has seen the market price 
of his investments shrink ominously since 
July 1, when Wall street was assured that 
the Missour! Pacific faced a receivership, 
which would bring down all the others. 
The silence of the bankers and other per- 
eons connected with the property now is 
in striking contrast to their volubility on 
the previous occasion. Perhaps this si- 
lence is intended to be reassuring.

George J. Gould@is quoted as saying that 
he cannot account for the severe decline 
in the Gould securities other than to sug- 
gest that some holders of large blocks 
have become disgusted with conditions, 
both Missouri Pacific and general, and 
are liquidating. There is.no market and, 
therefore, prices have to be sacrificed. 
“ This,” he says, “ would follow if simi- 
larly large blocks of securities of almost 
any other railroad were being liquidated.” 

Unfortunately the figures don't justify 
Mr. Gould’s conclusions, In fact they 
show his excuse to be pitifully inade- 
quate. There have been no large blocks 
of Gould securities Mquidated. On the 
contrary the declines have been all the 
more impressive because of the small 
amount of selling which brought them 
about. On Wednesday the sale of only 
fifty-two bonds put the price of the con- 
vertible 58 down exactly 10% points. On 
the same day fourteen of the 4 per cent 
bonds broke the price 7% points. In two 
sessions the Western Pacific Se sold from 
48 down to 40 on thirty-two bonds. 

It is, of course, impossible to estimate 
the extent of real liquidation of various 
Stocks, but it is fair to presume that the 
main support proceeds from the short in- 
terest. The reason for the collapse is 
that there is no demand for Gould gee- 
curities, and the reason that there is no
